The State of Eureope—~Revolutions Present
and F

rospective.
Freom the Herald,

England is now in a stable of revolution, FHer
Goverumont, her Parliament, and her press
have at lengih been foreed to confess this fact,
The Fenian movement, which the statesmen de-
clared would ameunt to mothing, has throwm
the whole country iuto alarm and confusion.
Outbreaks sre dreaded in London and Liver

pool as woll aa in Ireland; English securities
are depreciating, while American bonds are
riging In price. In Prussia the King has opanl
quartelled with the Chamber ef Deputies, an
great discontent exists nmong the people, Aus-
trin und Prossia are dispoting over the duehies
which they recemtly conquered, like La Fon-
talne's robbers over the stolen mule.

In France the press, under pretense of encour-
aging the Fenlans, i renlly ineiting all the revo-
Intionary elemenis throughout Eurepe. Prim's
rebellion in Spain has been only temporarily re-
pressed. A successiul revolution has been cnr-
ried through by the people and the Logislature
of Romnnin, The Italians, laboring under a
heavy debt which they have no apparent mesns
to pay, still look longingly upon the Papal pes-
scasions, In Belglum ene pariy is in lavoc of
an allianee with Hollend, and another pariy in
tavor of an alliance with France; and between
them the new King seems destined to be left
out in the cold, In s word, a carelul review of
the condition of the leading countries of Europe
shows Lhut every one ol them has on hand a
revolution, either present or prospective.

Whether any or all of these rovolutiens will
sugceed we do mot now prediot, Tha year 1566
opens like 1830 and like 1845; but the revolu.
tionista now have much better chamees of suc:
cess than ever before, They have waited pa.
uanllay during our war to see how (his repmublic
would come outof Its crucial trials, and our
victory has prodaced its natural effécts by en-
couraging the PFuropean republicans, hen
the Southern Confederacy fell all the powers
which bhad sympathized and assisted it were
irretrievably damaged, Tom Hughes said no
more than the truth in Parlinment when he de-
clared tnat if England had not violatea her
neutrality there would have been no American
Fenians, During the same debate Mr, Glad-
stone—his mind haonted with the chost of the
Alabama—admitted that the lﬂuglf&h Govern-
ment had not wade any representations to this
country in regard to Fenlamsm, and
neither moral nor legal grounds for making any.
Mr. Labouchere’s appeal for a reform in the
Euglish law of neutrality, which was seconded
by Mr, Ohpbant and others, was in the srme
atrain. hen we pablished the first account of
the Penian organization, shortly after Lee's sur-
ronder, the London Times copled it and laughed
at 1t; but now this very ridienlous orgasization
makes all England tremble. The other revelu-
tiong in Europe, which now sppenr us weak as
Fenianism once did, may have the sameeffect
upon France, Prussia, Ausiria, and Spain, by
and by, We know that the Europeanu powers are
leagued together to put down republicanism,
and that they have large standing armies; but
& simultaneous outbreak will nullify all their
allinnees, and, in coarse of time, their soldiers
muay become disaffected, Still, we are not dis-
cussing the question of the uitimate success of
the Fenlans or any other revolutionists. The
point we make is that the Fenians have already
succeeded in bringing John Bull to his knees
and in making him hesitate as to whether ha
had not better take out his wallet and pay oft
the Alabana olaims,  Clearly, this is something
gained, and we cau well alford to walt {for what
18 to come,

The Danger of Our Fresent Position.

Cungress 18 uncertain of its position, ila dutles,
ite powers, It is full of a factious, restlcss,
revolutionuyy spirit, It seems to have thrown
away the old governmeni—to have cut looss
from the Constitution.

termined not to relinquish the position that the
war gave it. Its whole stroggle is to hold that
position, and to prevent, by every means, o
return o the harmonious, quiet, natural opera-
tion of the old system, Is revolutonary dispo-
gition and purpose 5 most clearly seen in ita
propositions to change the Constitution of the
couniTy.

selzes o)), and an ungerapolous lesdor gains the
coul!lence ol the peeple by putting the factions
under bis foot, and o little later, in virtue of
that very contidence, puis liberty in the same
? nee, This id the history ot a thonsand repub-
ics taken from chat very polnt in thelr career at
which we now sthnd in oors. The fall begins
when fnetion supersededes the government and
partisan passion takes the place of law.

Thisa wes the history ef llberty in Rome, in
Frawce, snd 1n England. Faction made Romo
ready lor Cpsur; faction in the Long Parliament
srepared the way for Oromwell; and faction in
Frunce made Napoleon tnevitable, It is the same
series of Incls In every case. It is a law of na-
tioval Iife, and we will not be exempted from It
unless there tv somethice In us different from all
otler nations. The people are the only hope,
They are certainly more intelligent nnd more
frec, und thelr infivence s more, direct than in
etlicr countries. Thewr imtelligence, their pa-
triotism, and their freedom 1s what mist
count upou for the hope that the factions will be

ut down by & power mot mimical to freedom,
